The battle of F red erick sburg took place 
Dec. 
13. 
It was a disastrous d a y to the 
U nion arm s. 
Burnside's plan of a tta c k was 
for S tunner and F ran k lin to storm tie* forii- 
tied C onfederate heights a bo ve ‘hr* tow n, all 
along the line, and c a rry them by assault. 
In the m idst of a dense fog, I>ee. 12, S um ­ 
ner's g ran d division had crossed at the upp* r 
pontoon on the right, F ra n k lin ’s 1*< low on tlm 
left, 'rite First. Second, S ixth and N inth corps 
were th** troops tha t had crossed. 
They wen* 
com m anded r<*-t>er lively by (Jens. Reynolds, 
Couch, \W

Wilh-ox, 
They 
form ed the ir line.' parallel to the river, except 
Den. Meade's division of the First corps, 
which was at right angles to it.

The fogs of Dec. 12 continued to the 13th, 
A dded to this, i he went In f, for V irginia, wat 
bitterly cold. 
It was the fr>t. et:peri *neo o* 
some of L**‘- soldiers w ith a n o rthern w inter, 
an d the night of the 13th some C nfederato 
sentinels froze at their }x>sts. 
F m le rie k sburg is an o ther of tin* battles of 
the civil w ar a bo ut which there has been 
m uch dispute.

strength of the forex* opposed to him as Lee 
seems to have been a bo ut B urnside's arm y. 
F ran k lin 's corps began the light early in

M eade in the advance.
